Until the Buropean war started it was intended to have the formal open- 
ing of the canal next March and to signalize the occasion with a great inter- 
national naval pageant in which warships of all sea powers would pass in 
stately procession through the canal. It is still intended to open the canal 
formally in March, with President Wilson in attendance, but the plans for 
the naval pageant have been laid aside. f 

After the formal opening vessels of war will be a mitted to the water 
way. The war craft of belligerents will be passed through under strict regu- 
lations, preserving the neutrality of the United States and prohibiting en- 
gagement in hostilities in the neighborhood of the canal. 

What part the piercing of the American continents is destined to play in 
the stupendous struggle of the nations now raging in Europe none can fore 
fell. It is conceivable that before the great war is ended there will be a pro- 
cession of the fighting craft of the warring nations passing through the canal, 
with Uncle Sam standing guard and enforcing fair play for all belligerents. 

One effect of the canal will be a tremendous stimulus to tourist travel to 
and from the Pacific Coast, travelers from all the Middle West journeying by 
rail to the Atlantic seaboard and thence around via the canal to the West 
Coast. In view of the devastation of Europe and the unsettled conditions 
which are bound to prevail there for two or three years at the least,, the 
great tourist travel of the United States must seek new channels and the

AHEAD OF TIME. 

More than four months ahead of 
the date set when the Board of Con- 
—T Engineers in 1906 estimated 
that it would take until January, 1915, 
to complete the Panama Canal al 
the lines then under way, the Unite 
States government finds itself ready 
to begin business tomorrow in selling 
tickets of passage to ships of all na- 
tions through the new gateway. 

It is just ten years since the gov- 
ernment advertised its pu to con- 
nect the oceans, It is nearly 400 years 
since a Spanish engineer first sug- 
gested such « project. 

For a time the epoch, which this 
triumph of engineering marks wil! 
pass unnoticed so far as celebrations 
go, for it is not until next spring that 
the great demonstration will be made, 
but from today the Panama Cana! 
will be an accomplished fact, and the 
world's commerce will gradually ac- 
custom itself to this new groove. 


What it Will mean to the world at 
large, and to cular nations, and 
especially to the United States, is a 


question around which a great deal 
of controversy has waged, now to be 
answered by the canal itself. 

After the passage of the Ancon, any 
ship up to 10,000 tons r er apply- 
ing for admission to the Me trom 
the Atlantic, or vice Versa, may be 
conducted through the fi miles of 
waterway upon payment of $1.26 for 
every ton (net) of cargo. an 
‘passengers will not be taxed.

VESTIGATION 
IN NEW YORK. 


THREE SEPARATE INQUIRIES 
ARE SET ON FOOT. 


(BY & NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—Three sep- 
arate investigations to trace the rea- 
sons and if possible place the re- 
sponsibility for the increased prices 
of foodstuffs, were launched in Gréat- 
er New York today, one by a com- 
mittee appointed by Mayor Mitchel, 
another by Dist.-Atty. Whitman, and 
the last by, Roger B. Wood, acting 
United States District Attorney. 

The Federal inquiry is national in 
scope and was started simultaneously 
with scores of others throughout the 
country. That of Dist.-Atty. Whitman 


Mayor’s inquiry will be extended over 
five counties, comprising the greater 
city. The Mayor's committee prob- 
ably will co-operate with the District 
Attorney. The Open Markets Commit- 
tee of food experts appointed by 
Rorough President Marcus M. Marks, 
also has offered its services. 
Dist.-Atty. Whitman and Asst. Dist- 
Atty. De Ford, conferred in the aft- 
ernoon with Mrs. Julian Heath, pres- 
ident of the National Housewives 
League; J. Ward Warner, president 
of the Produce Exchange; represanta- 
tives of packing-houses, members of 
the Mayor’s committee, and the ex- 
ey of the Open Markets Commit- 


Mr. Warner promised the co-op- 
eration of the Produce Exchange by 
appearing before the District Attor- 
ney next week with a tabulated state- 
ment of the increases in prices in 
flour and grain products, and giving 
what he believes are the causes. 

After the meeting Mr. Whitman ar- 
ranged with Chief Magistrate McAdoo 
to preside over a grand jury inguiry 
next Tuesday or Wednesday. Leading 
meat and grain men will be asked 
to appear. The inquiry will not begin 
asa “John Doe” proceeding, but may 
develop into one at any time. 

Mr. De Ford will take actual 
charge of the District Attorney's in- 
quiry. He said today that He will try 
first to determine whether the ad- 
vance in prices is due to a scarcity 
of meat, and then whether there is 
an agreement between packers and 
commission men to advance prices. 
Wholesale dealers in meat and flour, 
as well as grain brokers, will be 
asked to appear with tabulated state- 
ments, while the inquiry will be 
thorough, an effort will be made to 
expedite it. 

Mr. Wood, the acting Federal at- 
torney, conferred today with William 
M. Offiey, division superintendent of 
the Bureau of Investigation of the 
Department of Justice. He said that 
government investigators are already 
here pollecting data, which may be 
presented to the Federal grand jury.

WILL CONTEST 
CENSORSHIP. 


“Unreasonable Search,” Says 
the Cable Company. 


Wilson Has Not Yet Decided 
on Course to Take. 


German Code Intercepted by 
Canadian Officials. 


(BY A r NIGHT wien.) 
NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—The Com- 
mercial Cable Company officially an- 
nounced today that it would contest 
“as a form of unreasonable search” 
the placing of censors in its offices by 
the government. 

“The submarine cables differ in a 
very important way from wireless te- 
legraphy,” reads a statement issued 
vice-president. The wireless commu- 
nication with a warship at sea is the 
same asthe warship cutting a subma- 
rine cable and taking the end on 
board. 

“The sending of cablegrams may be 
considered in the same light as traf- 
fic in supplies or munitions of war. 
Our citigens are not prohibited from 
furnishing belligerents with sup- 
plies. The subjects of neutral States 
may even supply belligerenta with 
arma and ammunition without in- 
fringing the neutral status of the 
State itself. 


“A cablegram is in many respects 
similar to a letter and it certainly 
is not the duty of any neutral gov- 
ernment to censor letters to a billeger- 
ent country. The of telegrams 
is preserved in many by stat- 
utes which make it a criminal offense 
to divulge their contents.

ir Edward emphasized the reasons 
which compelled Great Britain to en- 
ter the conflict. He said the principle 
at stake is not simply the maintenance 
of Britain's obligations under solemn 
treaty to stand by her engagements in 
respect to Belgium and respect her 
neutrality, but far beyond that, to up- 
hold the sanctity of all treaties, as 
otherwise regardless of the issue of 
this war the result would be a rever- 
sion of all nations tc a condition of 
international barbarity. 

This consideration, Sir Edward Grey 

pointed out, concerns not only bel- 
ligerent nations, but all nations as 
well, as the result would be that no 
national engagement cculd be entered 
into in future because there would be 
no moral force to uphold them and 
insure their observance. 
“Had Great Britain,” he continued, 
“for her own selfish purposes express- 
ly or implicitly accepted Germany's 
terms and allowed her treaty obliga- 
ticns to be torn to pieces as so much 
waste paper, the moral damage to the 
civilized world would have been in- 
calculable.” ‘

Are Prompt to Give Safe Conduct 
to Americans Who Apply—German 


(SY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Execu- 
tlon of plans of the government board 
of relief to bring war-marooned 
Americans home from Europe went 
forward swiftly today. 

Five army transports were sent on 
their way to Newport News to be 
hastily outfitted for a cruise to ports 
abroad to pick up waiting refugees. 
Secretary Garrison was notified that 
the American line would increase the 
sailings of its vessels to provide ac- 
commodations for 3600 additional per- 
sons and managers of steamers that 
have been chartered as private relief 
expeditions announced they would co- 
operate with the War Department. 

Altogether, accommodations for 
considerably more than 20,000 refu- 
gees are expected to be provided with- 
in the next thirty days. 

Diplomatie representatives abroad 
are acting promptly to provide. safe 
conduct to salling ports for American 
travelers. American Minister Stovall 
of Switzerland notified the State De- 

artment that he would confer with 
talian and French representatives 
concerning transportation for 15000. 
Hallway service in Southern France 
still is in operation, and it may be 
possible to send many of the Ameri- 
cans In Switzerland to a French Med- 
iterranean port. 

A cablegram from the American 
Association of Commerce and Trade 
in Berlin, transmitted today to the 
State Department through Ambassa- 
dor Gerard, announced the German 
capital quiet; that food prices were 
normal and that foreigners, especially 
Americans, were fully protected. 

Deposits of cash with various gov- 
ernment departments for transmis- 
sion to Americans abroad reached 
more than one million dollars today. 

The American Red Cross cabled 
$500 to Munich and to Nice for the 
use of the American war relief com- 
mittees co-operating with the Red 
Cross. 

The official list of English ports 
open to the citizens of friendly na- 
tions was transmitted to the State De- 
partment today. Many Americans now 
on the continent probably will make 
their way to England through those 
ports in the attempt to hasten their 


journey home. 

Barclay of the British Em- 
bassy tonight submitted the following 
memorandum to Secretary Bryan: 

“The following is a list of approved 
ports in the British Isles: Dundee, 
Aberdeen, West Hartelpoo!l, Hull, Lon- 
don, Folkestone, Falmeuth, Bristol, 
Holyhead, Liverpool, Greenock. Au 
other ports are prohibited ports; 
aliens, subjects or citizens of friendly 
ports can land or embark at the ap- 
proved ports with the permissicn of 
the alien officers at the port; they can 
land or embark at the prohibited 
ports only with permission of the 
Secretary of State in London. Aliens, 
subjects of enemy powers, cannot land

Permission 
to land by the Secretary of State in 
any case is to be obtained on arrival: 
aliens desiring permission from the 
Secretary of State to embark should 
be furnished with proper papers of 
identity.

Velasco, Minister of War under Presi- 
dent Carbajal, to arrange the taking 
over of the fortifications at Cutilian 
and Tilalepantia.

Garrisons in the south- 
ern states are to lay down their arms, 
and the Federal navy is to be turned 
over to the Provisional President.

TWO EIGHT-HOUR 
_LAWS TO FIGHT. 


ARMERS and fruit growers of 
F. discovered that 


the Sunday- closing measure pro- 
posed on the initiative and to be voted 
upon by the electors in November are 
provisions that would limit labor to 
eight hours a day, even should the 
regular eight-hour law be defeated. 

This Sunday-closing proposition, 
known as the “Barbers’ Sunday Bill,” 
has been pressed forward by the 
church element.. Not content with 
demanding the imposition of penal- 
ties of fine and imprisonment for 
Sunday labor, they had slipped in a

throughout California if the Sunday 
Rest Act should carry. 

Strong opposition on religious 
grounds already existed to the plan 
of making labor on Sunday punish- 
able as a criminal! offense, but the dis- 
covery of the additional objection of 
full-fledged eight-hour-day provi- 
sion has brought to the aid of objec- 
tors the united strength of those op- 
posed to that proposition. The 500-

Register of Treasury Is a 


“Pure American.” 


Gabe E. Parker Tells Pro- 
phecy Made by Chief. 


Says No Man Has a Right to 
Call an Indian Lazy. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE } 
* WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—An Indian 
is now writing his namo on the bonds 
and paper money of the government. 
His signature is a beautiful example 
of penmanship. 

No one would know, unless told, 
that Gabe E. Parker, Register of the 
Treasury, is an Indian, ‘though his 
hair is black ag polished ebony and 
his face is tinged with copper. But 
he is a red man, Napoleonic in 
Stature and with eyes deep blue as 
a new gun barrel. 

“The time will come,” Pushmataha, 
statesman, orator and prophet, told « 
conference of his tribe in 1820, “when 
the highly improved Choctaw shall 
hold office in the councils of the great 
nation of white people.” 

That was good medicine. Gabe E. 
Parker is a Choctaw. 
Was a member of the Choctaw nation. 
His father was q Kentuckian, who, 


Civil War, floated westward, married 
and became the owner of many cat- 


first ranchmen in the old Indian Ter- 
ritory to shut in his acres with wire 
fences. The pasturage for his herds 
stretched away in 


earth.

Great 
Indians have enriched American his- 
tory, poetry and fiction—Red Cloud, 
Red Jacket, Tecumseh, Powhattan, 
Osceloa, Black Hawk, Sitting Bull, 
Geronimo and others—but to me, 4 
Choctaw, naturally, Pushmataha is 
the ablest and the most heroic man 
of our face. He left his stamp upon 
the tribe. I might say that he was 
our George Washington. 
“One morning, so the legend tells 
us, he suddenly appeared among 4 
party of Choctaw hunters who were 
getting ready for an expedition. No 
one had ever seen him before, but he 
could speak the Choctaw language. 
After he became famous the wise 
men declared that he was born in @ 
miraculous manner. A gigantic oak, 
sound from root to branches, they 
said, had been struck by lightning 
and Pushmataha, a youth of 17, 
stepped out of the riven trunk of the 


tree and made his way to the band of 


Choctaws preparing for their autumn 
hunt. 

“When he asked permission to ac- 
company the hunters they laughed at 
his youth, inexperience and presump- 
tion: But he beeged so hard and yet 
with so much dignity that he gained 
his point and was taken along. Game 
was scarce during the early part of 
the expedition. Indeed, the hunters 
were threatened with starvation.

“There were 864,000 full-blooded 
Indians in the territory now compris- 
ing the United States at the time of 
Columbus's discovery. Anyway, these 
are the best figures we ve. That 
number has dwindled to 304,000 In- 
dians by blood. The term ‘by blood’ 
means those who are Indians to any 
degree — ful!-blooda, half -bloods 
quarter-bloods, cighth-bloods — like 
myself — sixteenth »looda, like my 
children—and so on. ff the 204,000 
about 166.000 are citizens of the 
United States. Those who are not citi- 
zens still maintain their tribal rela- 
tions, have not, as yet, selected allot-

WHY HE SCALPED HIS ENEMIES. 

“Also, I mentioned fidelity and hon- 
esty as traits of red character. An In- 
dian is faithful even after he has been 
tricked out of his rights and property. 
He is honest, inherently, and his word 
is good. Against him, as I know, is 
the charge of cruelty. Scalping, how- 
ever, was a detail of his book-keeping. 
‘I killed so many,’ he would report to 
his chief or hig village and then would 
clinch the statement with proof and 
claim his reward. White men, the 
best of them, are required to give 
bonds and do work under written 
specifications. Besides, scalps were 
taken, ordinarily, after death had oc- 
curred. 

“Now, I do not paint the Indian as 
being a perfect, though a rude, char- 
acter. There are good Indians and 
bad ones, just as there are ¢ and 
bad white men. Some Indi are 
thrifty and some are improvident; 
some are industrious and some not; 
some are smart and some are dull. An 
Indian, and that is all I claim for him, 
is a human being capable of remark- 
able development. Samuel Ely Par- 
ker—he was no relation of mine, by 
the way—was a full-blooded Seneca. 
He studied civil engineering and suc- 
ceasfully practiced his profession at 
Galena, III. Grant knew him and 
made him a member of his staff and 
his secretary. After the Civil War, 
he was an officer in the regular army. 

“Another Parker-Quanah, the Co- 
manche chief—lived in a fine house 
and owned thousands of cattle and 
hundreds of horses. The Southwest 
today is filled with successful Indian 
business men, lawyers, preachers, 
physicians and teachers. They helped 
to write the Constitution of Oklahoma 
and in all modesty, let me add, that I 
Was among this number. When the 
Jesuit missionaries came to Canada 
in the sixteenth century, they found 
Indians who were opulent in furs, be- 
ing forehanded men, and Indians who 
were incompetents and spendthrifts. 

“The Indian has traveled up and 
down the road of human experiences 
in business and self-government, and 
he is capable of self-government, I 
want to tell you. Primitively, he was 
a communist. White men are still 
practicing his abandoned experiment. 
Then he came to perceive the sound 
philosophy of private property. His 
weapons were his own. He made 
them and used them, for himself as a 
hunter, and for his tribe as a patriotic 
member. 

“In the social principles of his liv- 
ing he was the equal of the white man. 
And that is the sead of my argument. 
Give the Indian a chance. Don't 
treat him as a child. Let him live on 
his land, with a deed of it between the 
leaves of his Bible or hidden away in 
his closest, and if he has more land 
than he requires permit him to sell the 
surplus and buy machinery and live 
stock. There will be  failures—all 
white men are not millionatres—but 
the Indian question, as it is called, will 
be closed.”

[Boston Transertpt:] Henry Ford, 
the Detroit motor maker, has spent 
some of his excess money on himself. 
He has replaced his old wooden farm 
cottage with a stone dwelling, and 
has asked Thomas A. Edison, the in- 
ventor, and John Burroughs, the natu- 
ralist, to go out to Michigan to the 
housewarming. Mr. Edison may not 
go because life is short and holidaying 
must not interfere with working. Mr. 
Burroughs will go because life is long 
and nothing should interfere with ex- 
tending one’s self, like a flower respect- 
ing the sun, toward what makes for 
life. Mr. Ford is able to take time off 
because he has trained his factory to 
run itself and turn out more than he 
needs—$§1,000,000 4 month automati- 
cally—and he wants to show to Mr. 
Burroughs bird reservation, and 
to Mr. Edison his boy reservation, 
where he is bringing up and educat- 
ing twenty-five orphaned gaminsa 
Thus, one gathers that life is work, life 
ig more than work, and life is resist- 
ance against getting more for your 
work than you can use. But Mr. 
Meadowcroft, secretary to Mr. Edison, 
says that Mr. Edison may conscien- 
tiously compromise and take the jour- 
ney, “for he can be working all the 
while with his head.” 

This tripartite friendship, one finds, 
rests on differences enough to make it 
interesting, yet on no leas solid foun- 
dation than that Cicero makes Laelius 
describe m De Amicitia.”

He brought education, entertainment, 
development to the masses with his 
moving pictures. He revolutionized 
all modern life and made it easier and 
broader. 

Burroughs gave to the world a new 
translation of nature. He lived close 
to God's creatures—and from them 
learned a new poetry, a new meaning 
to all life, a new message for man. 
Venerable in years, his heart still ver- 
dant with spring. 

Ford raised the curtain which held 
the secret of industrial injustice—and 
a world of workers is getting sa 
glimpse of what vistas of content may 
yet be theirs when those who to 
share equitably in the prodwcts of 
their labor. He threw the bulk of mil- 
lions back of an itdeal—and penury, 
stinted lives and hoplessness were re- 
placed with contentment, plenty and 
new courage.

Burroughs revolted at burnishing the 
pane, and Mr. Ford refused to make 
up the pinebough beds? Each has 
very set habits about eating. when, 
what and how much. Two of them 
are intolerant of all sorts of nicotine, 
and Mr. Edison smokes black cigars. 
I asked Mr. Burroughs how they 
got along under the inhuman strains, 
and he smiled, smiled broadly, but 
what he answ was: 

“You see, we took the women and 
young people along, and the women 
soon were bored, so one day we put 
it to a vote, and under equal suffrage, 
the women won and broke camp.” 
Wat did Mr. do with him- 
eelf all day?” 

“Fished. He ts a born fisherman. 
He knows all about fishes and fishing. 
Ford is another clevei fisherman, but 
a little restiess. I could stand it for 
one hour at a time only, and having no 
luck, would quit. After I had gone 
Edison would catch fish where I 
couldn't get a nibble.” 

Mr. Edison likes nature and there- 
fore is interested in Mr. Burroughs; 
he is exceptionally sympathetic with 
Mr. Ford because he has an excep- 
tional view of riches, and can talk 
mechanics. Mr. edison views him as 
a manufacturer in this light.

that was the keynote of his success. 
His distribution of profits to work- 
men was made possible because the 
man's whole factory equipment in- 
sured economy in production. Bet- 
terment of manufacturing conditions 
will come about through the perfect- 
ing of automatically controlled ma- 
chinery. I am completing a ma- 
chine which will do the work of forty 
men, and one girl can handle it. 
For the human operatives displaced 
by such machinery there will be 
plenty left to do. Ford is trying for 
efficient workmen. Workmen want 
money for their labor—they 
philanthropy. He has started with 
lue chips instead of white ones. It 
works out in this way: He made 195,- 
0V0 automobiles last year. He first 
cut the price of his cars $50 each to 
the public. Now he is giving each 
of hig 22,000 workmen $60 extra for 
every car turned out this year. 

Mr. Burroughs likes Mr. Edison 
“because he not only the foremost 
inventor of e time, but a great 
philosopher;” Ke likes Mr. Ford de- 
cause he is unbusinesslike.” 

Mr. Ford esteems Mr. Edison de- 
cause “he is the greatest inventor the 
world has ever known,” and having 
worked for him as an engineer was 
satisfied with him as an employer. 
Mr. Burroughs he likes because he 
can talk about birds; besides, he tele- 
J admire John Bur- 
roughs because I enjoy his books; 
every man, woman and child should 
read them to appreciate his splendid 
qualities.” He Mr. Bur- 
roughs to be “the greatest naturalist 
the world has ever known.” He has 
read every word he has published 
Sometimes he startles his friends with 
the accuracy of his Burroughs lore, 
saying: “Do you remember the state- 
ment made on pore 56 of the volume 
entitied — “ is is a considerable 
feat of memory, for Mr. Burroughs 
eayt a great many things on a page, 
and has written some 25,000 of them.

“Unbusinessiike? Making $1,000,-

Cigarettes are more delete- 
rioua. It's the paper wrapping. 
Neither tobacco nor alcohol have any 
business among a man's habits.”

In spite of all these precautiona, the 
clock does not keep perfect time. No 
clock or watch in the world does so. 
The only thing that does keep perfect 
time ts the earth itself in its change- 
leas rotation. 

The standard clock is constantly 
compared with the true time derived 
from star or sun. The observers use 
an instrument called a meridian circle 
for that purpose, and it does its work 
so accurately that it is the most in- 
dispensible thing in the entire insti- 
tution, not even excepting the impres- 


The observations of the last 1680 
years have provided astronomers with 
a great many tables, and they know 
to the fraction of a second the exact 
Instant when a certain star should 
crom the meridian of any given place 
If, at the instant it does cross the 
meridian, we observe the time the 
clock gives, we have determined the 
error of the clock. While we can not 
make clocks that keep time with the 
stares they do keep time with them- 
selves, and lose or an equal) 
amount day after day.

Belgrade. 
THE OFT BESIEGED CASTLE ON 
THE FRONTIER HILL. 

[New York Sun:] To the people of any 
other nation in Europe the fall of their cap- 
ital would mean more than the capture of 
Belgrade means to the Servians. Situated 
on the border, and crowning a lofty lime- 
stone hill, which might have been impreg- 
nable in ancient wars, it lay an easy mark 
for long-range Austrian guns on the oppo- 
site Hungarian plains. The Servians have 
long recognized its vulnerability to attacks 
from the north, and with each alarm of 
war they have advocated the removal of 
their capital to the interior of their coun- 
try; but a high regard for Belgrade's his- 
torical associations and a pride in the work 
of lifting a squalid little Turkish town 
into a beautiful 
the 

e is a novelty to Bel- 
walls of the white fortress 
Us name were many 
times drenched in blood. For centuries 
with each fresh invasion of the Danube or 
Save Valley it changed masters. Huns, 
Goths, Romans, Bulgars, Greeks and Serbs 
threw their forces against its great rock 
foundation. To the Turk it was the key to 
conquest north of the Danube, “The home 
of wars for the faith.” There are no more 
thrilling stories than the defense of the 
city against Mohammed, the conqueror of 
Constantinople, when John Hunyady de- 
scended the Danube with his motley collec- 
tion of boats loaded with Hungarian and 
Serb peasants, accompanied by an ill-armed 
crowd on the banks, kindled to enthusiasm 
by the burning words of the weird, feeble 
eld monk John Capistrano, and fiercely 
fought the battle that wrought victory to 
the cross. 

Since the Turks finally retired, in 1862, 
Belgrade has had no enemy at its gate un- 
til now. In these years of peace the Bel- 
gradians have built their town. They fell 
heir to no buildings, for the Turk left here, 
unlike many other places from which he 
was driven, no imposing konak, great bar- 
racks, arsenals or storehouses. They re- 
placed the hovels and dirty narrow alleys 
by wide, well-paved streets lined with 
buildings that more than ever made Bel 
grade deserve the name of the White City. 
Because of the feeling of insecurity, per- 
haps, Belgrade has no notably fine public 
buildings. The royal palace compared 
with the homes of royalty in any other of 
the Balkan States is most modest, the little 
two-story Parliament®building is half-hidden 
in a cluster of trees on a side street, the 
postoffice is inadequate to its business and 
none of the ministries are well housed. 
Even M. Pashitch received representatives 
of foreign countries in a little room bare of 
decoration in what appeared the poorest 
of the office buildings of that part of the 
street. Life, too, in Belgrade was without 
pretension. Automobiles were as few as 
fine turnouts; liveried butlers, footmen 
and menservants were almost unknown, 
for the “girl” was supreme as the domestic 
servant. Belgrade went to work early, 
took its noonday rest, and in the evening 
filled the st leading to the park back 
of the old fortress. That was Beigrade's 
gay hour when it listened to gipsy orches- 
tras at the street-corner cafes, drank its 
Turkish coffee in tiny cups and its water 
in large glasses. Then the town went home 
to supper and an hour after dark the 
streets were deserted. 

As typically Servian as this simplicity 
may be and pleasing to its peasant popula- 
tion, it is very likely that Gervia will en- 
trust some other town than Belgrade with 
the seat of government. Nish, which is 
now acting temporarily in that capacity, 
has been proposed, and the former King 
Milan in his advocacy of this site went so 
far as to adorn the town with many fine 
public buildings and to plan its present de- 
fenses. Uskub, in the newly-acquired ter- 
ritory, is another candidate for the honor, 
and presses in its favor the romantic claim 
of having been once the capital of the an- 
cient Serb empire.

This building material is coming more and 
more into use, and this is a movement that 
must goon.

Metal Mining in idaho. 

HE mine output of gold, silver, copper, 

lead and zinc in Idaho, according to C. 
N. Gerry of the United States Geological 
Survey, increased in value from $21,466,521 
in 1912 to $24,149,049 in 1913.

duction of silver increased from 8,294,745 
ounces, valued at $5,101,268, in 1912, to 
9,989,193 ounces, valued at $6,033,473 in 


1913. There was an increase in the 
output from 7,492,152 pounds, valued at 
$1,236,205, tm 1912, to 9,592,966 pounds, 
valued at $1,486,910, in 1913. All records 
were broken in the production of lead, 
which increased from 284,185,657 pounds, 
valued at $12,788,355, in 1912, to 317,871,945 
pounds, valued at $13,986,366, in 1913. An 
unusual production of zinc ore increased 
the spelter output from 13,905,502 pounds, 
valued at $959,479, im 1912, to 23,173,953 
pounds, valued at $1,297,741, in 1913. 

There were 384 producing mines in Idaho 
in 1913, against 408 in 1912. The total quan- 
tity of ore shipped and treated in 1913 was 
2,451,592 tons, against 2,266,334 tons in 1912.

In the minds of the rulers, kings, emperors, 
presidents, chancellors, and in the minds of 
the leaders of the armies, “Constantinople” 
is probably the slogan sounded deep down 
in their hearts and kept tightly bottled up 
in the backs of their heads. The great Slav 
empire of Russia has been bottled up for 
ages, and has been struggling to get an out- 
let to the sea for the free carrying on of 
her commerce. Your civilization is so high- 
ly organized that oversea commerce is nec- 
essary to national development. 

For centuries the governors of Russia 
have had their eyes upon Constantinople, 
and England and the other western powers 
have forbidden them to possess themselves 
of that great vantage point. Then Russia 
tried to get an outlet to the sea southward 
by the Persian Gulf, and again England for- 
bade her progress in that direction. Then 
the great northern power, semi-Asiatic or 
Slav, moved eastward and attempted to es- 
tablish a base for oversea commerce at Port 
Arthur, and England joined with Japan, an 
alien Asiatic race of different religion and 
sentiments, to prevent Russia from attain- 
ing her ambition. 

The Teutonic nations are bottied up al- 
most as closely as the Slav race. The Ger 
man empire has no direct outlet to the sea. 
It must pass around Denmark or navigate 
the Kiel Canal to get out to the ocean with 
its shipping. Austria is similarly circum- 
scribed, with no outlet to the sea excepting 
on the Adriatic Gulf, a roundabout way to 
the commerce of the world, and, like that of 
Germany, easily checked by a hostile na- 
tion with a powerful fleet. 

The day of Turkey in Europe is nearly 
ended, and that long act in the drama of 
history is about to have the curtain rung 
down upon it and the pronouncement made, 
Actum est.” There is the real impulse of 
the present war. Constantinople, a posi- 
tion of wonderful advantage, must fall into 
new hands, and all are wide open to catch 
the prize. The natural disposition of the 
question would be to organize the Balkan 
states into a great confederate empire or 
Federal republic and make Constantinople 
the capital of the new dominion. That would 
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give the Slav race a predominant position in 
Bastern Burope, but would not suit even 
Russia, for such a combination of the Slav 
states of the Balkans would be too power- 
ful a neighbor for the Russian empire to 
contemplate with equanimity. 

Such an arrangement would be more ob- 
jectionable to the Teutonic nations. For 
such a combination in with 
Russia would domimate the whole of the Old 
World. As for Great Britain, that power is 
just playing for time. To be sure, she may 
have an idea that the prize may fall into her 
own hands in the inability of the others to 
agree about the disposition, as she became 
recently possessed of Egypt. Her immediate 
rival and the menace to her prosperity of 
today is Germany, with its wonderfully. 
developed industries, its rapidly-growing 
oversea commerce and powerful navy. If 
England can check the internal development 
of Germany and destroy its oversea com- 
merce, she will gain a wonderful temporary

Some of the trees 
are of great girth and height, and the wood 
jis so heavy that it will not float. It will 

require railroads or steamers to bring it to 
the markets. There are also many rubber 
trees—trees that bear the silk cotton and 
those producing vegetable wax. Samples 
of all these products will be sent to San 
Francisco. 

Among the exhibits from the same re 
gion are cacao and tobacco, and also Indian 
corn. Eastern Bolivia promises to be one 
of the great corn countries of the future. 
Corn grows well not only in the low val- 
leys, but everywhere throughout the plains 
I have described. The samples of corn 
to be sent to San Francisco comprise twen- 
ty-five different varieties, some grains be- 
ing not bigger than popcorn, while others 
are as large as the largest thumbnail and a 
quarter of an inch thick. This latter kind 
grows on the plateau, where the elevation 
is not too great. The color is snow-white, 
and the corn is so soft that it appears to 
be made of flour pressed into shape. An- 
other variety is jet-black, and others are 
red and pink. It is possible that some of 
these could be crossed with our American 
corn to advantage. 


Cotton and Tea Experiments. 


Eastern Bolivia may be one of the cotton 
lands of the future. The people have been 
experimenting with seed from America and 
Egypt, and they find that they can grow 
cotton all the way from 8000 or 9000 feet 
above the sea downward. Indeel, some 
good cotton is being raised in the depres- 
sions of the high plateau of the Andes and 
on the slopes that lead down into the val- 
leys. Some has been grown even at two 
miles above the sea. This is the case near 
Cuzco, Peru. When I called on the Gover- 
nor of that province and asked as to the

The leaves are then 
stripped from the shrub and dried flat. 
They are then put up in bags and brought 
to the cities where they are peddled out to 
the natives. 

All of the Indians chew coca leaves, and 
the demand for them is enormous. Every 
farmhand ha’ to have them, and an allow- 
ance of coca is a part of the contract with 
all the miners. The coca leaves are also 
shipped to Europe and the United States to 
be manufactured into the cocaine of com- 
merce. 


Rubber and Quinine. 


Among the products of Eastern Bolivia 
are rubber and quinine. Bolivia has been 
producing millions of pounds of rubber ev- 
ery year, and there are rubber camps scat- 
tered all along the tributaries of the Ama- 


zon. Just now these camps are in a 
way on account of the competition the rub- 
ber of South America is having with that 


of Ceylon and Malaysia, which, although 


cultivated, can be produced at a far less 
cost than that of the wild trees of Eastern 
Bolivia. For a similar reason there is also 
a falling-off in the product of the cinchona 
tree from which comes our quinine. Qui- 
nine ig often called Peruvian bark. It first 
came from Peru, but later from the trees 
that grow wild in this country. For a long 
time Bolivia and Peru had_a monopoly of 
the quinine production, and order to hold 
it they forbade the sending of cinchona 
seeds away from the country. However, 
some were sneaked out and taken to Cey- 
lon and other parts of India. Plantations 
were started there and within a few years 
the Indian quinine was competing with that 
of South America. Later stil] the seeds 
were carried to Java, and now Java is pro- 
ducing most of the quinine of the world. 
In the meantime, the prices have steadily 
fallen. The bark which in 1882 brought 
something like $2 a pound in Bolivian 
money, now sells for a bagatelle, and the

Mexico's Timber. 
VAST WEALTH THAT MAY BE 


GAINED FROM IT. 

{New York Sun:] One may travel over 
thousands of miles of railway in Mexico 
and see hardly a tree of commercia! timber. 
The average visitor therefore obtains the

impression that Mexico is practically forest- 
less. But as a matter of fact the timber 


value. 
Extending nearly from the United States 
border on the north to the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec on the south is an almost un- 
broken pine and oak forest that has a width 
ranging from 100 to 300 miles. During the 
last few years of the Diaz administration 
many Americans purchased large tracts of 
the valuable timber and their exploitation 
of this natural wealth had just begun when 
war put a stop to operations. 
Besides the pine and oak there are many 
kinds of cabinet woods that grow profusely 
on big areas in Mexico. It is stated that of 
the woods to be found in Mexico two-thirds 
are valuable for furniture and fine wood- 
work of all kinds, while all with a very few 
exceptions can be used as ordinary utility 
woods. In fact, at the present time many 
woods in Mexico which would bring very 
high prices if properly introduced to the 
furniture markets, are now being used for 
railway ties and construction work. A brief 
description of some of the woods follows. 
The zapote mamay is a dark, cinnamon 
brown and very much like walnut. It has 
about the same grain as mahogany. It is 
capable of a very high polish and is no more 
dificult to work than walnut. 
The zapote chico, which belongs to the 
same family as the zapote mamay, is one 
of the finest woods in Mexico. It is of a 
clear, deep reddish brown color and takes 
a very fine polish. It is almost indestruct- 
ible, for it will stand in fresh and salt water, 
mud, air and wet soil better than steel or 
iron. On account of these valuable quali- 
ties it is now being used extensively for 
wharf building. The sea worm will not at- 
tack it. It is a very large tree, the trunk 
being generally fifty feet to the first limb. 
The zapotillo colorado belongs to the 
same family as the two preceding woods. It 
is very close grained and hard and takes an 
excellent polish. It has the grain of hickory 
but looks like a light colored oak. This tree 
often grows three feet in diameter and gen- 
erally affords some fifty feet of trunk with- 
out knots. 
The zapotillo bianco is a beautiful white 
wood with a slight yellowish tinge. It is 
very even in color and somewhat heavier 
than white pine, but of much finer grain. It 
is an excellent wood for inside house finish- 
ings. 

Palo maria very much resembles mahog- 
any in color, grain and weight. It is of a 
uniform light brown color. It stands wet 
well and is much esteemed by the people 
of the regions where it grows for building 
purposes. It is a large tree, being from 
fifty to 100 feet to the first limb, with a trunk 
quite clear of knots. | 

Red cedar is one of the best known woods 

in Mexico. It is of an exceedingly even 
color and fine grain, and is extensively used 
for making cigar boxes and lead pencils. In 
Mexico it is also used for the construction 
of chests and bureaus, as the scent of the 
cedar drives away moths and insects that 
destroy clothes. 
_ Macaya resembles hickory very much in 
color, grain, hardness and weight. It is 
used by the Indiang for the manufacture of 
wagon stock. 

Palo colorado is of a rich, light coffee 
color. It is a little heavier than mahogany 
and of a very close grain. It takes a very 
— easily. This is a fine furniture 
wood. 

Coralillo is so called on account of the 
supposed resemblance of the color of the 
wood to coral. It is much the same as the 
It is also 
an excellent furniture wood and capable of 
a fine polish. 

Granadilla is a kind of rosewood of a rich 
reddish brown color with seal brown mark- 
ings in the form of wavy lines. It is heavier 
and more compact than mahogany. It is 
one of the most promising of the undevel- 
oped woods of Mexico. 

Gateado is one of the most peculiar woods 
in Mexico, It looks somewhat like rosewood, 


but is much heavier. Its chief beauty, and 
it is one of the most beautiful of woods, 
consists in the curiously marked variations 
of colors which the grain ef the wood pre- 
sents. It is of a deep yellow color heavily 
marked with seal brown and light brown

Nutrition lies at 
the foundation of health and development. 

Science has developed formulae which 
can be used according to the poultry rais- 
er's needs, and these prepared foods can be 
obtained on the market or manufactured at 
home. For the beginner some general for- 
mulae would better be followed.

NE of the most important things de- 

manding the special attention of the

stock and of securing rapid, healthy growth.

There are also various meat meals, beef 
scraps and concentrated meat foods on the 
market that are of value if procured and 
fed im a fresh condition. Oi! meal, linseed 
meal cottonseed meal, etc, are valuable 
only as occasiona! additions to the rations, 
and they serve principally as bowel regula- 
tors. Condiments and similar prepared 
foods are not necessary and frequently are 
harmful in their effects. Skimmed milk, 
buttermilk and other milk products are of 


value. 
Bewildering Problem to Beginners. 


The beginner in poultry raising is be- 


wildered when he starts to investigate the 
feeding and ts confronted with 
the long list of available foodstuffs. He & 
apt to become discouraged if he gains the 
impression that he must have everything 
in the list, which is, of course, impossible 
and undesirable. Each section of the coun- 
try has its own local conditions, and no 
matter where the poultry raiser is located, 
he can find sufficient variety in the foods 
at hand to serve his needs. He should not 
be misied into thinking that there is a set 
formula, comprising a few special feeds, 
which is better than any other combination 
that can be secured. We make that state 
ment because readers of poultry literature 
have no doubt found certain combinations 
described and recommended as being the 
most satisfactory and productive of great- 
est results. They are therefore confused 
in their ideas and do not know what course 
to follow. For the benefit of all such 
breeders and those who have not yet 
learned the facts, we wish to state that 
there is no one formula which can be said 
to be positively the best under any and all 
conditions. What has been said thus far 
applies to the food question in general, re- 
gardiess of whether the object be to obtain 
growth in young stock or for any other spe- 
cial purpose. |

it man would become a puny animal. Never- 
theless a non-meatiess diet has been tried 
out under all conditions, and has proved 
that there are things in the vegetable world 


spects are better than the eating of a dead 
cow, or a sheep or hog. The British sol- 
dier, of whom as much is expected as any- 
one, has tried a meatless diet and been fit 
and well on it. Many farm servants in 
country districts have very little meat in 
their diet, but are nevertheless physically 
ahead of town workers who daily have meat 
on their menu. 

Tissue-building material is readily and 
abundantly obtained from animal foods, but 
for energy and the ability to work nothing 
is ahead of the vegetable kingdom. While 
there is 3 ounces of tissue-building material 
in meat, there is 2.5 in oatmeal; 2.25 in 
eges. At the same time there is twenty- 
three times as much energy stored up in 
the oatmea! as there is in meat, so that the 
hard worker will find more real sustenance 
in a diet that makes oatmeal the chief article 
*han he will in one containing meat as the 
most prominent article. This may seem 
revolutionary to those who have eaten meat 
every day of their lives and yet have lived 
to an advanced age and have been healthy 
and capable of hard, continuous effort 
throughout the whole period. At the same 
time this provés nothing; the man who has 
lived on vegetables can point to the same 
thing, and one will be as honest in his con- 
tention as the other, and equally entitled to 
credit. In the study of health and disease, 
however, it has been found that the vege 
tarian, if he has lived on a balanced ration, 
has the argument in his favor. Vegetables 
ry to furnish the required amount 
of mineral salts for the body, especially the 
grains. Unbolted flour is for this reason 
much superior to the refined article that has 
been so popular as a bread maker. Whole- 
wheat bread contains the mineral elements 
necessary in the teeth, the bones, and in 
the prevention of anaemia and neurasthenia. 
As bread will remain the staff of life it is 
better that the right kind be eaten, even 
though it have a little more color than has 
been considered the proper thing—just the 
same as white-shelled eggs have been more 
popular than brown ones. As to nutriment, 
however, there is no difference between the 
white and brown eggs, but there is a large 
difference between white and brown flour. 
Increasing intelligence regarding the daily 
diet is eliminating the color question in the 
selection of foods. Consequently the aver- 
age age has increased during the past dec- 
ade, and will continue to increase as intelll- 
gence is brought into the preparation of the

Beans and Flatuſence. | 


One of the most economical and substan- 
tial vegetables is beans, but they have fallen 
into a slight uppopularity because of the 
flatulence that so frequently accompanies 
their consumption. When properly prepared 
and eaten in reasonable quantities, beans 
are not only digestible but highly nutritious. 
They actually contain more nitrogenous 
property than meat, and are therefore an 
ample substitute for flesh food. The use of 
catsup or other carminative flavors with 
beans tends to prevent flatulence. Another 
way to prevent this gas formation is by 
soaking beans in water containing soda and 
salt, and then parbe ling to render the skins 
and outer layers more digestible. The en- 
tire removal of the skins by sieving is some 
times advisable ta cases where beans are 
apt to disagree. No class of laborers work 
harder and are more exposed to the ele 
ments than lumbermen, and baked beans 


they furnish a large amount of working en- 
ergy for a very small cost as compared with 
other foods. Ten cents will pay for as much 
available food in the shape of beans as you 
can buy for 40 cen‘s in the meat market. 
What we have said about the food value 


lentils. Each is rich in protein (nitrogen) 
and is thus as suitable for working require- 
ments as beef. Dried peas furnish twice as 
much energy as wheat flour at the same 
price. In these times when the cost of liv- 
ing is a matter of much. consideration, it is 
well to know beans. 


Belching as a Habit. 


One of the most disagreeable habits any 
one can acquire is belching, although it may 
seem necessary to relieve the stomach of 
an accumulation of gas. A little gas may 
form in the stomach from the decomposing 
food, but there is hardly enough to create 
much discomfort. The gas-inflated areas of 
the intestines are some inches away, and 
the direction of flow is away from the stom- 
ach. Belching becomes a habit with some 
persons as they apparently find themselves 
unable to relieve themselves until they have 
swallowed some air, when immediately they 
belch that up with the accumulation that 
had formed. Many times air is unconsciously 
swallowed and can only be prevented by 
constant watching, till after the habit has 
been overcome. A person who overeats, or 
eats too rapidly, or irregularly, may suffer 
from an accumulation of gas in the stom- 
ach; slow digestion or mild neuralgia of the 
stomach will also cause it. But it should be 
relieved in the easiest way, because the per- 
sistent swallowing of air upsets the work- 
ing of the stomach by siphoning bile into 
that organ, causing indigestion. The belch- 
ing habit is an offensive one, and many 
times embarrassing, but it can be overcome 
by careful attention to the diet, not overeat- 
ing, and guarding against the unconscious 
swallowing of air when there is a disagree 
able feeling in the stomach. 


Climate and Tubercuiosis. 


The Smithsonian Institution has issued a 
treatise on “Atmospheric Air and Its Rela- 
tion to Tuberculosis,” which seems to be 
about the last word on the subject. The 
author does not claim that there is any spe 
cific climate for tuberculosis, but he finds 
that an abundance of pure air is an im- 
portant essential and that this is available 
outside the cities and away from dwellings. 
The ideal air is available not only on the 
ocean and at high altitudes, but it can be 
approximated by living out of doors. Sun- 
shine is held to be next to pure air and a 
valuable adjunct to Nature for the cure of 
tuberculosis. A dry climate and a comfort- 
able temperature are essentials, and among 
the localities having these conditions the 
author of the treatise says are Southern 
California and others well inland. One thing 
to be avoided is localities in which the 
humidity varies greatly. A relatively low 
humidity and a moderately low temperature 
are tonic and beneficial to conditions where 
the respiratory mucous membrane is af- 
fected. An equable temperature is not con- 
sidered of much importance, as some vari- 
ability tends to stimulate the vital activi-

Physical Value of Excitement. 


Many a person has wondered where he ob- 
tained the strength that enabled him to 
undergo some emergency that called for un- 
usual physical exertion when under ordinary 
conditions he would be unable to control a 
tithe of that strength. It was from the 
adrenal glands, two little glands situated 
above the kidneys which secrete what is 
known as adrenaline and when stimulated 
discharge the same into the blood. The 
effect of this addition to the blood is to re- 
lease sugar from storage in the liver and 
bring it into the blood, drive the blood from 
the abdominal regions into the heart, lungs, 
central nervous system, and limbs. The 
resulting effect is to excite the muscles to 
irritability and enable unusual effort to be 
made. Either fear, rage or pain will sup 
ply the stimulus required to set the adrenal 
glands into action. When a muscle is 
fatigued without any accompanying degree 
of excitement, it may take a couple of hours 
for it to recover its normal condition, but 
if adrenaline is injected, or if through ex- 
citement the adrenal glands are stimulated 
to discharge and secrete, the fatigued

“Geriatrics” is the title of a book on “The 
Diseases of Old Age and Their Treatment,” 
by the well-known New York physician, Dr. 
I. L. Nascher, published by P. Blakiston’s 
Son & Co., Philadelphia, Pa. 

“Geriatrics,” a comparatively new word, 
is derived from two Greek words—“geron,” 
which means “old man,“ and “tatrikos,” 
which means “medical treatment.” In 
other words, it is the science of curing and 
keeping in check the diseases that afflict 
old age. 

“In the majority of normal persons,” says 
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fact, as people are learning how to live and 
are practically applying that knowledge, 
the period of what is known as the begin- 
ning of “senile decay” is deferred some fif- 
teen or twenty years. 

A very valuable point made by Dr. 
Nascher is that mental stimulation is the 
most important measure in the hygiene of 
the aged.

Just as long as this pride in appearance 
ise maintained, so will the individual follow 
very willingly the hygienic rules necessary 
for his welfare, even though it requires 
some exertion and effort to carry them out. 
Mental activity arouses physical activity, 
and creates vigor if the organism is still in 
condition to respond. The most powerful 
of the mental stimulants are change of 
scene and residence, change in the mode of 
living, and discussion upon some familiar 
favorite subject, or a hobby. 

“As the surface temperature of the body 
is generally low in the aged and as they 
do not perspire rapidly, they should wear 
warm woolens all the year round,” says the 
doctor. “In winter teavy underwear will 
p keep them warmer than a heavy overcoat, 
and there is less weight to carry.” 

While for many years I have advocated 
the wearing of linen-mesh underwear in all 
climes and by all ages, I might concede a 
point for the aged whose circulation is un- 
der normal and they are physically unable 
to take the necessary exercise for increased 
circulation. In such a condition one does 
not perspire readily, or rather freely; 
yet we should not lose sight of the 
fact that there is always insensible 
perspiration. For health’s sake the sur- 
face of the skin should be kept as 
„dry and cleanly as possible; therefore, if 
woolen underwear—a poor absorber of 
moisture—is worn, it should not come in 
contact with the skin, but a light linen-mesh 
—an excellent absorber and evaporator of 
moisture—sould be worn next the body, and 
light woolen—a good non-conductor of heat 
—over that; thus retaining the heat of the 
body without retaining the moisture next to 
the body. 

The diet of the aged should be regulated 
by the state of the teeth, stomach and in- 
testines, and by the metabolic activity and 
assimilation. The organism of the aged re- 
quires less food; it can dispose of less food, 
and less is assimilated. Owing to the 
changes in the stomach, digestion is slower

Den- 
tistry can remedy this defect, and here 
again it is often necessary to play upon the

The oft-repeated advice that the aged 
should eat little and often is irritational, 
for digestion is naturally slower in old age, 
and frequent feedings keep the stomach 
constantly at work, there being always a 
mass of food in the stomach in different 
stages of digestion. This is the most fre- 
quent cause of flatulence, heartburn and 
senile gastric catarrh. 

The eating of vegetables containing much 
filber—such as cabbage, turnips, carrots, 
sweet potatoes, etc.—-should be encouraged, 
as they leave a large amount of waste and 
thereby induce peristalsis. This kind of 
food is just as essential to the human being 
as hay is for the horse and fodder for the 
cow. Experiments with condensed foods 
as an army ration proved inefficient because 
of this lack of bulk. 

If the evening meal is not heavy, and the 
hour of retiring not too early, a glass of hot 
milk may be taken with beneficial effect 
just previous to retiring. This is of inesti- 
mable value in case of insomnia. It causes 
increased activity of the blood vessels of 
the stomach, thus relieving those of the 
brain. The milk should be so hot as to 
oblige sipping it, but not a bite of anything 
should be eaten—not so much nor so little 
as a wafer. As a harmless sleep producer 
there is nothing known to materia medica 
that can excel it—please observe that I use 
the word “harmless.” 

The question of exercise is intimately 
bound up with mental stimulation. The 
aged need mental and physical exercise and 
recreation, the form of both depending on 
the individual. Physical activity should 
not be prolonged on account of the weak- 
ened locomotory tissues as these soon be 
come tired in the aged: also on account of 


the increased action of the heart and lungs, 
keep up prolonged hyper- 


necessary to prevent stiffening of the joints. 
I am thoroughly convinced that there is no 


of three score and ten or four score years 
as walking. It should be sufficiently vigor- 
ous to compel deep breathing, and this 
should always be through the nostrils. If 
this last admonition is heeded (keeping the 
mouth shut) there need be no fear of injur- 
ing the heart, as the lung action, being 
rhythmical, will regulate the heart action. 
Thus the weakest heart like any weak mus- 
cle or organ may be strengthened by proper 
exercise. 

Dr. Nascher claims that “the resistance 
to bacterial influences is apparently greater 
in old age than in earlier life.” Thus it will 
be seen that old age, when healthy and 
normal, has its laws of compensation—a 
comforting thought to many. Yet, while 
this may be true, too much care cannot be 
given to the avoidance of the accumulation 
of poisons—or, rather, the retention of poi- 
sons in the colon. It is the absorption of 
these poisons that causes premature old 
age. Pills, powders and other purgatives 
will not do the work satisfactorily. The 
universal use of laxatives and purgatives 
proves the inefficiency of the intestinal 
tract to meet the demands of modern life. 
Unfortunately, too, laxatives and purgatives 
give only the minimum of relief while do- 
ing the maximum of harm. The natural 
purgative of the body is bile, and the sup- 
ply is largely dependent upon the quantity 
of water one drinks. 

Dr. Metchnikoff has endeavored to avert 
the cause of auto-intoxication with his fa- 
vorite prescription of “Yoghurt.” Dr. Lane 
meets it with better results, I think, with 
his prescription of “paraffin oll,” as it is 
neither a laxative nor purgative, does not 
excite any muscle, does not stimulate any 
nerve, but simply lubricates a defective 
drainage system, making it effective. Be- 
ing a mineral oil, it is not absorbed by any 
organ of the body; being a lubricant, it is 
not something to be taken this week and 
given up next week. “There is no doubt,” 
said Dr. Lane, “that if the use of paraffin oil 
were a daily habit, the health of the human 
race would be wonderfully improved.” It

An oatmeal bag may serve 
the purpose if one does not care to rub the 
flakes directly on the hands. Pour some 
of the raw oatmeal into a silk handkerchief, 
tie the four ends together at the center and 
rub the bag over the hands when they are 
washed. The skin will become creamy 
white if the oatmeal treatment is faithfully 
followed.
